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Sir: 



In response to the previous NON-FINAL Office Action dated March 28, 2005 and the 



Communication dated October 7, 2005, Applicants timely filed a Response together with a 
Petition For Extension Of Time on July 12, 2005 and a corrected Response together with a 
Petition For Extension Of Time on November 2, 2005. However, the claim identifiers in claims 
10-17, 31-35 and 37 were determined to be incorrect, as was kindly pointed out by the Examiner 
in the present Communication dated January 23, 2006, and a one month term to February 23, 
2006 for correcting this error was set. 



Accordingly, the Applicants are now resubmitting their Response as an Amendment with 
the required correction. In addition, claim 36, which had depended from withdrawn claim 32, 
has been amended to depend directly from independent claim 25. The remainder of this paper 



consists of a repeat of the Response of November 2, 2005.
